We think most unfortunately, 
partly lii'eaiise llo'se statements <llsereillt 
a body which has held a good standing 
here, till' Allli'd Trades aud Labor Assocln- 
iion, -and jiartly because The Journal's 
sympathies have been with the strikers, 
and we are sorry to see nuy statement made 
liy them which Is untrue. The circular, 
or at least the untrue statements contain- 
ed lu 11, sllppeil Into The Journal through 
i-.irelessioss. We ri-;;ri'l their appearance 
.111(1 wish to .-ijiolo-lz.- for It to the Eddy 
Company, and In iiartleular to Mr. E. 15. 
Eddy, who was iiersonaliy maligned. 

The circular .stated that the employees 
ef the company "must work from JInnday 
morning at six until Saturday night at 
twelve." That statement was not true. 
The fiiet.s will he given later on. The elr- 
(ular stated that "Mr. Eddy turned his 
employees out, to siificr or to die." Mr. 
l-;ddy dill not tarn his employees out. They 
chos(^ to leave, q'hey were and are at lib- 
<-rty to go on w-orklng and getting paid, 
'file circular stated that a rlt'lil to live Is 
a sacred rk-ht but that "It has been de- 
nied by Mr. Eddy to his w.rkni.'ii." Of 
eoiirse, be has done iiolhliig of the kind. 
Tbo mills have been open to them at good 
wages. These are samples of tho uutrue 
statements In the circular.
